able American accent. 
'I am.' 

'I heard of you, ar.d oamo to seo 
j u. 1 1 understand that you transact 
a large arid successful business, but 
it is not 6n that account that I have 
callod upon you. I am told that you 
have c onsid e rabl e influence with tho 
chief persons in this Government and 
it is for that reason I pay you this vis- 

'. it.'. : 

Mr. Blonger placedhis gold-rimmed 
. spectacles on ins. noso, and gazed in 
mute: .astonishment at his visitor, who 
oontinuod: 

•I ami tho inventor, or discoverer, 
rather, of a secret nature, a process 
:; °w ; hioh' will revolutionize tho world, 
.'\wHich will reverse natural laws, which 
"will inahguvatG a now order of things; 
' " a discovery, the results of which are so 
vastftVnt no human mind can compre- 
hend.them. ..-In short, lean suspend 
the law oi gravitation.' 

At )lijs monstrous assertion _ a look 
of'aWifi appeared upon tho 'counto- 
'aanae.of the Listouer, but as ho com- 
pared his own brawuy framo with the 
'slighter liguro of the lunatic beforo 
him, it gavo j)laoe to a contemptuous 
''' l am'ile : ,'fis ho answered, somewhat im- 

-.'Well, well, my dear sir, perhaps 
' you can— perbaps you. can; " but I am 
not i'n tiia^lino of busiaos's', ' and you 
bad hotter apply to somebody elso.' 

Tho^lOil^iflXii went , on with i:p- 
pflTaatrlbtilibeig-rwity : 'I can swing tfao 
rui^hJu'.st: ja.an-p.f> war . Euglaud , pds- 
'•- •fte%af85*ifi6o , Kft'o-'dir , with my little ;Iin- 
I can: li£L tho largest cannon' at 
IwicirJiko a cork; I can — ' 
_es,-yes, I know — but I am busy 
now,' replied tho manufacturer, rising, 
and (v.lvaucing toward tho bell to sum- 
mon. a, servant. 

'"Wait, Mr. Blonger,' said tlio visit- 
or, in ri tone of such deep earnestness 
that tliat gentleman hesitated in spite 
of'fiimsolf — 'wait a moment. I am 
not mad. ' I know you do not boliovo 
md, and I don't wonder at it; hut 1 
will showyou that what I say is true.' 
' Ho laid bis hat upon tho table, and 
drew from the breast-pocket of bis 
coat a glistening blue wire. There 
was an iron imvil in a corner of tho room 
Ho wound the coil of wire round the an- 
lil in a moment, lifted it like a feather 
from its [>laca to tho middle of tho 
apartmb'nt, and then stopped proudly 
back... Tho anvil floated like a bob- 
ble iu the air. 

To say that Mr. Blonger looked as- 
tounded and aghast would convoy but 
A mild'idoa of tho expression of his 
countenance at this moment. It was 
one of. absolute horror. Ho stood 
gazzing first at tbe anvil and Mien at 
tho man.' and at last, with a sigh of 
reliof ho ejaculated, 'Perhaps this is 
• only "jugglery,' and dropped into a 
ohair. 1 Tho young American snatch- 
ed tho coil of wiro from around tho 
anvil, and.it fell at once with torrilic 
force, crushing in a portion of tho 
floor. "I beg your. pardon, sir, but 
is tberd'auy jugglery about that, think 
.yoju;?''. ,ho. asked with a smilo, and 
also sat down. Tho conversation that 
onsuad was long and earnest, and ro- 
sulted in this conclusion : Mr. Blon- 
ger was to notify one or two 
personal friotidit in tho cabinet. Bovoral 
■oiontitjc mon of high roputo, and two or 
throo foreigners, tho whole number not 
'^to'oxceotT twelve, that ho wished thom 
to moet him in order to investigate 
iuconcorta wonderful discoYory in 



science, tho nature of which would 
then be communicated. Tho young 
stranger agreed to ropoat his experi- 
ments on the occasion of tho meotiug, 
and oxplaiu the progress by moans of 
which they woro accomplished; for tho 
prosout he declined to make any "fur- 
ther revelations. 

On the night of tho 22d of Novem- 
ber, 1806, there assembled in St. 
George's Hall, in London, threemom- 
bers of tho English cabinet, four gen- 
tlemen woll kuowu iu the scientific 
world, two prominent Frenchmen and 
two Italians — eleven iu all, exclusive 
of Mr. Blouger. At tho earliest soli- 
citation of that geutlomon, thoso per- 
sons had como to moet they knew not 
whom, and soo they knew not what.

The whole affair at this point came 
near being broken off in disgust, by 
an expected requirement, which tho 
unknown stranger exacted. Ho de- 
clined to proceod unless all present 
entered into an agreement not to com- 
municato what they might witness to 
any living person for a period of ton 
years, without gaining his consent. 

The 'Bight Honourable G was on 

his mettle at onco Ho washed bis 
hands of tlio whole matter, and de- 
sired to retire immediately. Tho 
other members wore equally indig- 
nant, and expressions not considered 
olegant in high socioty woro heard. 
It required all Mr. Blonger's sagacity 
to quell tho storm. .

'Gen,Upingp,' ( lie began, 'from .what 
I have noticed' of your incredulity this 
evening, 1 am satisfied that if I could, 
inform you that the attraction of gra- 
vitation could "bo so suspended .tliat 
objects upon the earth's surface would 
havo absolutely no weight, and, fur- 
thor, that I wa« iu possession of tho 
Hi in pie means whereby this end could 
be accomplished, yon would only 
greet my assertions with jeers and ri- 
dicule. I shall thc-rol'i ro show you 
wh it I can do first, and talk after- 
wards. You soo in my hand this coil 
of wire, blue like tempered stool. This 
cannon weighs nearly three tons. I 
wrap tho wire around it. Ji' you lis- 
ten carefully you will hoar a burring 
sound, similar to that math by an 
electrical machine. Tho ends of the 
wire are joined. This cannon now 
weighs no more than a soup bubble. 
You soo I move it about through the 
air with my hand, with two lingers, 
with oiuj. Here is a strong oakou 
chair. 1 place tho cannon upon it, and 
when I withdraw tho wire mark the 
ivsult. Tho eliair goes crashing to 
pieces on the Moor, under the weight 
if three tous of iron. ' 

This conclusive proof of tho grand- 
est discovery over yot made by man 
brought every person present to his 
feot. Tho young exhibitor alone re- 
mained uumovod. 'How is it done V 
cried thoy all. 'How did you make 
this wonderful discovery?' They now 
looked upon him with tho awe one 
foels in tho prosonco of a superior bo- 
ing. 

Ho raisod his hand and requested 
silonco. 'Tlio action of this simple 
who,' ho said, 'is not confined to me- 
tallic substances. Its effects on all 
objects aro tho same. I put it round 
this woodon bench, as you seo, and 
tho bench weighs nothing; around this 
chair, and the result is tho same.

Paul's as I will show you.' 

A ladder extended from the floor to 
the lofty coiling of tho hall. Tho 
stranger climbed to its vory summit, 
adjusted his belt, and sprung boldly 
off. He slowly unclasped tho ends of 
tho wire, so that they scarcoly came 
into contact, and descended gradually 
and safely to the ground to tho infi- 
nito relief of tho spectators, who gazod 
horror-struck at tho scone. 

'Thus you soe, gentlemen,' said ho 
again ascending the stage, 'what pow- 
ers lio hidden iu nature, until thoy aro 
accidentally stumbled upon. You all 
think that there is soino power con- 
tained in this wiro.

: 'A_.htrgo"Miirn ! •"•■jHayeVlni taken into 
consideration what this .ttlBUOiVOliy is 
destined to accomplish ? Why, I ' oil 
vnii, it, will rovolutioni/.o tho world, 
lake the dock yards of Great Britain 
alone. Wlmt.tLink you, will bo the 
saving in a year, wbca every object, 
from the greatest fo the smallest, can 
be moved to any distance, without ex- 
pense 'i How long will it take lo build 
your largest edifices, when your blot Its 
oi marble weigh nothing-? Oh.gouile- 
mou, when you have considered this 
subject as 1 havo douo, you will stand 
overpowered by tho magnitude of tbe 
results that arc to foilow. Think of 
its effect upon means of transportation. 
When there is no weight to carry, may 
not even the air bo navigated ?' 

"Do you object to informing us 
how you happened to discover this

nown is gone forever. Ail I see 
around ine, though the work of cen- 
tmiefi,i« but. rhc amusement of a child, 
tho labour i r 'i day. How powerful 
and: ' -lu.ru i aluk* up behind him, 
without noisH— ' iu future ages my 
name shall be -.' .My stiletto fell be- 
tween ins shoulders, and lie dropped 
like a lamb. His pockets yielded up 
: a coil of wiro and a bundle of papers, 
aud 1 is body went over into the river, 
i Ah! I know how to do it. 1 had done

The Proposed Recast. 

There is do dL-jjs. 'jg tho fact thi t 
tbo statement of Mr. Blake that "ne- 
gotiations are now goinp on" for new 
terms with British Columbia, will 
creute , a feeling of surprise in tliii- 
country, whore it was fondly hoped 
that a final settlement had been effect- 
ed through the mediation of Lord Car- 
narvon. "What may bo the nature of 
those negotiations it is, of course, 
difficult to divine; but that the Local 
Government are a party to them we 
have reason to believe. The denial of 
the organ that its patrons have been 
"approached" goes for nothing. It is 
not worth the white paper on which 
it is printed. People have not for- 
gotten how for thirty days it strenuous- 
ly and persistently denied that Mr. 
Edgar had made any propositions to 
this Government for a relaxation of 
the original terms, and that when the 
correspondence catno into print it was- 
discovered that negotiations had been 
going on for two months. It will 
prove to be tho same in respect of the 
present negotiations. It will be found 
that the Local Government aro at this 
• very moment a party to thotn. We 
should not be the least surprised to 
hear that they have themselves initiat- 
ed tho negotiations by offering to 
make a certain valuablo concession in 
return for the Dry-Dock money and 
the loan of the million dollars voted 
away by our Pa -.iameut for public 
works. It must bo plain to tho most 
ordinary mind that if that money can- 
not be had in Canada it cannot be 
had anywhere. The credit of the 
Province has been already strained to 
its utmost tension, aud if relief be not 
soon obtained the public works now 
underweiga cannot be prosecuted to 
completion. This is how the case will 
ba found to stand: The Local Gov- 
ernment propose to pledge tho credit 
of the Province to Canada. Caaada is 
our debtor to a large amount. Now, 
then, if we place ourselves in Canada's 
power by borrowing money of her and 
then reproach her for not fulfilling 
her railway obligations under the new 
or relaxed terms, sho may send 
across her little bill and ask us to li 
quidate our own obligations" beforo we 
auk her to discharge hers. What posi- 
tion would the Province then bo in V 
Could she meet a $1,000,000 draft on 
demand ? Could sho appeal to Lord 
Carnarvon? Threaten to separate from 
Canada, take possession of tho Dom- 
inion revenues, or assert her indepen- 
dence in any way with the balance on 
the wrong sido of the lodger? No; 
■he would bo held as firmly as if in a 
rice.for sho could stirneituer hand nor 
foot until she had ilisuUnrgod tbo debt. 
At present tbo advantage lies with 
British Columbia. She has Canada 
"in the door." The old terms unful 
filled — the new terms about to be re 
cast or repudiated — what a glorious 
opportunity for holding Canada at 
arm's length nntil we know exactly 
what she intends to propose. To run 
into debt at this vital moment to our 
debtor would be tho wildest-the most 
inaane-the most unheard of instance of 
political senility that tho world can 
furnish an oxam^lo of. We say thi* upon 
the asiumptiun Unit the 81,01)0,000 draft 
of British Columbia on OtuaJa has not 
been honored. l''or aught we know to 
the oontruiy it may bo ulready too late. 
Tbu Guvuniinont in iy already havo inex 
trlcably involved the country in the 
moBiiun of ailubl from which there will ho 
no o.-capo short of oumplete BubmisnioL 
and tho uocoptiiuoo of any terms that may 
bo otferud. Therefore we uro piepnreu 
for unv thing. We aro prepared to ueur 
that tile Looal Government while keep- 
ing up a liol lire on Utsuiulu through their 
organ* are anxious to nuiuotn the way to 
a complete auderbtttiuliug between the 
two Uoveniuit lit* and that eveutuiilJy , 
wiiilo making a show of resistance, th<-\ 
will accept any readjustment of the tonus 
that may l)o pivpused. If th«y huvo al 
ready placed tlio country iuCanada's debi 
wo do nut see How lliey cuu ueip thoiu- 
■ulvo*. Mr. Wake .s vorj punitive in urn 
assertion, '•NeKotiatimm uro at present 
going on." With whom? .Not, surely, 
witli Lord Carnarvon, exuupt tile uuu.-tt.-ul 
of tbo British Columbia Government h d 
lirat uoon ooUincil. Ibat would he 
a mom irregular, undiplomatic mode ol 
procedure winch the Colonial Office 
would scarcely tolerate. Tho country 
would bo glad, indeed, to know that the 
Local Government have not boon a party 
to tho ,- uegotiatioiis at present going on;" 
but they cannot attach any credence to 
tho denial* of the orguli. They hud bitter 
experience last year of the vulue of those 
douials, anil tlioro is no danger of thoir 
being again deceived. At present there 
is good reason fur believing that tho Lo 
oal Government aro a party to tho pro- 
poned now arrangement— that thoy are, in 
fact, tho initiators of tho negotiations, 
An wo hav j tiied to point out, thoy 
h-ivc a strong incentive for doing so, for 
without the money in hand to prosecute 
the publio works their liuancial Bcuenie 
for 1870 6, which was based Oil rr-coiving 
pecuniary sssisluuuo from Cunadu, must 
oramblo.

I make 
this statement for the purpose of remov- 
ing any feeling as to my being to blame 
for the depredations of tho chickens, for 
had Mr. Heisterman placed a fenco about 
his grounds, my fowls could not have 
touched his oats.

This important public structure now 
being erected by tho Dominion Govern- 
ment, is naturally lookod upon with sou-o 
interest by our oitizons, because its pre- 
sence in tho vicinity enchances tho value 
of adjacent property and creates a status 
for tho locality. A few days sinco wo 
went up to Sapperton to boo tho progress 
made with tho building, and were agree- 
ably suprisod to find that tho outor wall 
oi tho main building, eutiroly of stono, 
had reached tho whole way round tho 
height of tha first story, but a portion 
had attained to tho second story. We 
woro thus enabled to judgo of tho plan 
and substantial character of tho building, 
which ia certainly quite equal to any re- 
quirements for detaining oven tko most 
desperate criminals. Wo should give here 
a detailed description of tho building had 
wo not tho intontion of referring to tho 
Hiibject at a future day, when, tho build- 
ing being near completion, our roadora 
will bo bettor able to follow us in our de- 
scriptions. Wo may, however, say that 
tho building so far as tho present con- 
tract is concerned, only contemplates ac- 
commodation for 07 prisoners, with tho 
warden's apartments and tho various of- 
fices. Wo were shown ovor tho brick fac- 
tory, and much admired the ingenious 
contrivance for preparing the clay and 
moulding tho bricks. These latter ap- 
peared to us excellent, so far as wo could 
judgo of thom beforo they wor» burned. 
The stone cutters naturally form an im- 
portant feature in such a structure whore 
so much of the material required is stone. 
The large slabs obtained from Nauaimo 
appear to bo of tine qnaiity aud of the 
most durable kind; but of course, the Na- 
uaimo stono is only used for tho sills and 
coping, the walls are, for tho most part, 
of granite found in the vicinity. The 
lime wo noted was of a superior qnaiity, 
as in the portions thoroughly .ilry it ap- 
peared 08 bard as the stono Tho next im 
portant branch of tho work for which 
Messrs Maun & Co. aro tho contractors, is 
that of tho carpenters. Tho numbor and 
valuable character of tho labor saving 
machinery would rathor astonish ono of 
the carpenters who had boon accustomed 
to tho style of doing work in the old 
country, fifty years ago. Tho engines, 
boiler, aud the sawing, planing, mould- 
ing, etc., machines, are all American, and 
aro the latest improvements in tho several 
descriptions of work. Tho truth and ru- 
pidity with which the oak frames and 
doors are turned out by these machines, 
is certainly wonderful. Messrs. Kins- 
man, Maun and Clarko kindly accompaui 
ed us through the several branches of 
the work, and explained much that would 
otherwise have been unsolvable puzzles. 
Wo now beg to tender our thanks to those 
gentlemeu, and look forward to tho plea- 
sure of another visit at an early day.—
